SCARLET FEVER, MEASLES, DIPHTHERIA, AND TUBERCULOSIS. 
Maryland Report for February, 1913. 

The State Board of Health of Maryland reported that during the 
month of February, 1913, scarlet fever, measles, and diphtheria had 
been notified in the State, exclusive of the city of Baltimore, as fol- 
lows: Scarlet fever 78 cases, measles 651 cases, diphtheria 73 cases.
